Any graduated 
tax upon corporations is indefensible 
in theory, for corporations are only 
aggre of individuals, and by 
such a tax the numerous small stock- 
holders of a great corporation may be 
taxed at a higher rate than the 
wealthy large stockholders of a rela- 
tively smaller corporation.

When congress ends the draft law to take in 
young men of 18 this nation will have universal mil- 
itary service in operation. It has been contended in 
Washington and elsewhere that the country «night 
cisturb its war activities if it undertook to establish 
universal service now. That has been used as an 
a2gument for postponing consideration of universal 
service. We must not our military effort. 

This argument is not candid. So long as the gov- 
ernment would not take young men of 18, 19, and 20 
for army service it might be said that the adoption 
cf universal service would mean the creation of a 
new military institution, the product of which would 
not be available for war. 

No advocate of universal service considered im- 
posing a separate task upon the country. We have 
asked for the adoption of universal service to fight 
this war and prevent other wars. The draft system 
by which the United States can win this war and 


perpetuity are pieces. from the same bolt of goods. | 

So long as the best military material of the coun- 
try, its enthusiastic youth, idealistic, vigorous, im- 
pressionable, courageous, and inspired, was needed 
in universal service and was not included in the 
war there was a conflict between needed war activi- 
ties and the establishment of a needed national 
institution. : 

Now that conflict has been decided; its cause has 
been removed. The government legis- 
lation which will —ke the young man of 18. The 
acceptance of that recommendation by congress, 
which ts assured in spite of Dent and his dunces, 
puts the country upon the basis of tniversal mili- 
tary service. 

The only duestion now presented is one of 
principle—not of practicalities. To say that there 
are practical objections against the adoption of 
universal military service is to preseit an argu- 
ment which is not only untrue. It is not candid. 
We put the nation upon a proper military basis. 
The only question is whether we shall continue to 

The moment the young men of 18 are accepted 
for training and organization for the purposes of 
this war we have all the machinery of universal 
service in actual operation. The only thing needed 
is an acceptance of principle and a declaration 
that from this forth all young men, physically fit 
and of military availability, shall\ be taken for 
training, regardless of whether there is a war or 
not, and given instruction in the tasks of war and 
the obligations of citizenship. , 

Universal service is intended to protect a nation 
in war or in peace—to be a guaranty against the

That is all that is asked of the administration 
and of congress at this time— decision to retain 
what it i about to erbate: to keep an American 
army for the purposes of American security here- 
after; to hold it as an efficient institution and 


emergency in which it has served. 

There can be no conflict of purpose. What will 
serve for the future will be used for the present. 
The machinery of training and organization needed 
for the winning of the war is the machinery which 
the nation needs for its future security. As advo- 
cates of universal military training we are not 
asking the administration to create anything as a 
tour de force at this time, but merely to provide 
for the continuance of the machinery it is adopting. 

All that is necessary is to provide young men 
year by year for the defense machine which is to 
be created. If congress will merely declare that 
from now on young men arriving at the age of 18 
years shall be given a specified period of military 
training, which will include instruction in citizen- 
ship obligations and responsibilities and in voca- 
tional training, the nation will continue to have 
the military institution which it now needs for its 
security and which it may need in the future. 

We hope it is made plain to popular understand - 
ing that there is nothing any ore to universal

At the beginning of the world war if any one had 


asked that the United States enter into a struggle 


to free Poland, Bohemia, or Jugo-Slavia from Aus- 
trian domination, the reply would have been a 
prompt if not profane negative. The thought that 
American boys should be asked to fight and die 
in Europe to win political advantage for peoples 
of central Europe would have been intolerable. 

That thought is intolerable now. The serie 
of American ‘lives.on such issues might be called 
altruism, but it would be a political crime, Polish 
sacrifice. i . 

Nevertheless, American soldiers are fighting for 
the freedom of the Poles, and Czecho-Slovaks, and 
the Slavs of Serbia and southern Austria-Hungary, 
and practical statesmanship approves. We see 
more clearly than we did in 1914 the real signifi- 
eance of the European conflict and we realize that 
America is substantially and directly involved in 
the establishment of a condition after the war 
which shall insure a durable peace and the removal 
of a threat to our welfare and security. . 

What is our interest in the establishment of free 
Polish, Bohemian, Jugo-Slav nations? It is our in- 
terest in breaking the spine of that gigantic im- 
perial enterprise which pan-German militarism 
hoped to erect with the sword of and ce- 
ment with the blood of the weak. A free Poland, 
Bohemia, and Jugo-Slavia will make a bulwark of 
freedom across Mittel-Europa, and with the passing 
of that grandiose dream of Prussian domination, 
the free peoples of western Europe will breathe 
again and we may forward to international 
relations regulated by our common ideals of peace- 
America is vitally interested in procuring a peace 
that will be guaranteed by peaceful nations and 
guaranteed against, the threat of imperialist militar- 
ism. We are vitally interested in setting up the 
counterpoise of independent peoples against that 
peril until the German people have thrown off 
the mora] and physical control of the military- 
aristocratic caste and the influence of the imperial- 
ist idea of their destiny. 

The resolutions of the war committee of the 
Union League club in favor of recognizing the as- 
pirations of these heroic peoples seem to us timely 
and founded on a true perception of the American 
interest in central European conditions of peace. 
There are, of course, idealistic considerations which | 
would incline us to favor freedom for all oppressed 
‘and aspiring peoples. But certainly no civilian 
safely at home has a moral right to ask other men 
to die for his ideal conceptions. In the question 
of Polish and Slavic independence, however, our 
sympathy for the cause of freedom runs parallel 
to our practical interest. America is fighting for a 
secure peace for herself as well as for her pacific 
allies. : *

Sixty thousand workers in the Union 
stockyards will cease their toil and wel- 
come President Wilson to Chicago, as 
the guest of labor, on next Labor day, 
Sept. 2. The president has said he will 
come unless developments interfere. 

Packingtown will be closed on that 
day, and the 60,000 employés will 
march in the mammoth parade which 
will start the day’s activities.

STRAWBERRY VARIETIES, 


If home grown runner plants are 
not available, pot grown plants may 
be obtained at the seed stores at this 
They are too expensive for 
profitable market gardening, but the 
home gardener may prefer to pay the 
higher cost in order to have berries 
next spring. 

The buyer must exercise care to 
select varieties that will carry him 
over the longest possible fruiting sea- 
son, that will be suitable for his soil 
and, if possible, bisexual or staminate 
[self pollinating] varieties that they 
may not be dependent for their pollen 
on other varieties which flower at 
the same time. Without proper pol- 
lination no fruit will set
